Dr. Parker Tells Graduates 
to See Things as They Are 


Promising no “hitch-your-wa- 
gon-to-a-star” philosophy for the 
students as introduced his speech. 
President W. W. Parker 
of 
the 
Cape Girardeau Teachers College 
told 70 members of the Sikeston 
High School Class of 1938 search 
for truth as they grew older. 
He 
spoke on “Seeing Things as They 
Are” at commencement exercises 
Monday night at the High School 
-auditorium. 
“ I am not going to 
say 
that 
there is a future President on the 
platform,” he declared, “although 
there may be. 
I am going to be 
realistic in my talk.” 
The college proxy 
chose 
two 
texts for his talk. 
One from 
a 
17th century author, Dodsley, who 
wrote, in 
effect, 
“How 
many 
things in the past have been re­ 
garded as true are no longer true, 
and how many things now 
re­ 
garded as true will later be found 
untrue." 
The other was from the 
“Gospel 
of 
Matthew 
Arnold”, 
from Arnold’s “Essays in Criti­ 
cism”, in which the Englishman 
opined “Criticism is a direct en­ 
deavor to see a thing as in itself 
it really is.” 
“We all come into this 
world 
wearing spectacles.” 
Dr. Parker 
said. "We wear spectacles of some 
kind—colored 
spectacles, 
green, 
pink or yellow, and we see 
the 
world that way.” Training 
and 
environment were attributed 
as 
the cause of the different colored 
spectacles, and the students were 


reminded that one’s neighbors also 
wear spectacles 
responsible 
for 
their conclusions. “Our neighbors 
have as good a right to their spec­ 
tacles as we to ours.” 
The popular 
attitude 
toward 
truth does not make for progress, 
the speaker said. Science does not 
take the popular attitude. 
Medi­ 
cal science, he gave for example, 
would still be in the woods gath­ 
ering herbs for curatives if this 
pursuit hod clung to the popular 
attitude. 
Dr. Parker cited 
several 
in­ 
stances where learned men 
had 
made positive statements 
about 
science and time had proved them 
100 per cent incorrect. 
"The reason 
physical 
science 
has outstripped social science 
is 
that physical science has divorced 
itself from prejudice in the labor­ 
atories,” he said. 
In the consider­ 
ation of social 
sciences 
people 
still cling to pre-conceived opin­ 
ions and ancient moorings, it was 
stated. 
Dr. Parker urged an attitude of 
humility and 
tolerance. 
Every 
generation tries to see things as 
they are. looking back 
at 
the 
failures of the preceding genera­ 
tions and sees the past as it is. 
“If former generations have to 
withdraw from truths, 
we 
may 
have to.” 
Dr. Parker closed with the sug­ 
gestion the graduates go to col- 
; lege without a ready-made phil- 
; osophy of life, but to seek an m- 
i dividual philosophy.
